Phil. 3:13, “Forgetting those things 
which are behind, and reaching forth 
unto those things which are before.” 


As we are nearing the close of another 
year, it’s sad to think of the people 
who started and have fainted by the 
way and given up the race. Paul tells us 
to reach out for the future, for better 
things, forget our failures. Every place 
of business at the end of the year takes 
inventory. They go over the entire stock, 
discard every department and_ every 
piece of merchandise that has not paid 
during the year. In large firms they al- 
ways keep a careful account of every 
branch of business. They check up to 
see if it has paid expenses or not. 
Shrewd men will not carry anything in 
stock that will not make them money. 

I feel we Church of God members, 
evangelists, preachers, officers an d 
teachers should do a little home work 
too. Paul tells us there is a prize for the 
one that wins the race. St. John 5:39 
tells us to “Search the scriptures; for in 
them ye think ye have eternal life: and 
they are they which testify of me.” 
David said in Psa. 139:23, “Search me, 
O God, and know my heart: try me, 
and know my thoughts.” I wonder if 
we can say, “Search my heart, O God.” 
Everything that doesn’t bring victory 
and joy we should clear out and _ not 
carry over into the new year. 

We must take a complete inventory 
of our lives. Many have given up and 
fallen out of the race; some try to run 
with weights on. They soon tire out and 
fall out of the race. Others try to run 
too fast but they soon give out, stop 
to rest, goto sleep. Paul tells us 
to run with patience. We must search 
and see if we have enough patience. 
Again Paul tells us, “Ye did run well; 
who did hinder you that ye should not 
obey the truth?” When we begin to look 
back we get tired, lazy, lose out in the 
race. If you are thinking of giving up 
the race, are out of heart, and feel you 
haven’t had a fair deal, dry your tears, 
listen to Brother Paul. He says there is a 
prize for you. 

Let’s renew our strength. Isaiah 40: 
31, “They that wait upon the Lord 
shall renew their strength; they shall 
mount up with wings as eagles; they 
shall run, and not be weary; and they 
shall walk, and not faint.” Thank the 
Lord for Brothers Paul and Isaiah, real 
soldiers, they won the prize and tell us 
weary pilgrims how we should win. 

I remember when my sister and I 
were going to school, our teacher of- 
fered a prize for each pupil who was 


good, obedient, always had a good report. 
I soon forgot those words as school 
went on, days were hot, lessons hard, I 
lost interest, became lazy. I would copy, 
cheat, thinking I would get by. As ex- 
amination week rolled around I began 
to stir up my mind to remember, but 
I was empty and failed on some studies. 
My sister didn’t seem to be running so 
fast, but she studied to show herself 
approved. Our reports were sent in. I 
forgot I cheated, yet I felt like I should 
win a prize. The names were called 
out, but to my sorrow my name wasn’t 
called. My sister was called, a beautiful 
book was presented to her for her good 
report and her faithfulness. I cried, felt 
like there was no use trying, I was so 
blue. But I entered the next year with 
a whole heart to win a prize too. 


Paul tells us to look into the new 
year with all the past under the blood. 
Let it cover our lives, bury all our fail- 
ures, forget our disappointments, reach 
into the new year. If we have failed, try 
again. If you didn’t get the church you 
thought you should have and you are 
thinking of giving up the race, prove 
you are a good workman by your report 
at the end of school. This new year of- 
fers us great opportunities for God. 
Don’t say, We can’t. Say as Paul said, I 
can do all things through Jesus which 
strengtheneth me. Praise the Lord. 


This year hasn’t been what I thought 
it could have been. I feel we should 
have won more souls for Jesus, but I 
want to do better this new year. Let’s 
make an altar, lay ourselves on it, ask 
God to search us, break us, mold us, 
fashion us, make vessels of honor out of 
our lives. Paul said after he had done 
all he could he was an unprofitable man. 
Oh, I feel my weakness, my inability.

We should not look at things which are 
seen but depend on things which are 
eternal.

Faith’s Evidences 


“Shew me thy faith without thy 
works, and I will shew thee my faith 
by my works” James 2:18. 

Faith exists as a hidden force in the 
heart. It is _ the life line. We live by 
faith. We stand, walk, overcome and do 
things by our faith. “Without faith it 
is impossible to please him (God),” 
Heb. 11:6. 

Faith has inner and outward evidences. 
It works in the heart and conscience, 
giving peace within, but it transforms 
the whole life and is evidenced in the 
outward conduct of the believer. 

1. Saving and justifying faith. 

“Therefore being justified by faith, 
we have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ,’ Rom. 5:1. ‘For 
with the heart man believeth unto right- 
eousness,” Rom. 10:10. In the heart the 
first evidences of faith are felt. ‘We 
know that we have passed from death 
unto life, because we love the brethren,” 
1 John 3:14. “The Spirit itself (Him- 
self) beareth witness with our spirit 
(heart), that we are the children of 
God,” Rom. 8:16. 

The working of faith, saving faith, 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ, brings 
the knowledge of sins forgiven, peace, 
conscious salvation. As faith abides in 
the heart it becomes the means of the 
further development of the spiritual life, 
its fruits, graces and gifts. Full cleans- 
ing and power to live a holy life are 
realized by faith. ‘Purifying their hearts 
by faith,” Acts 15:9; 26:18. The ex- 
pression “the faith” (Acts 16:5; 1 Cor. 
16:13; 1 Tim. 5:8) is sometimes used 
to designate the plan of salvation, the 
gospel, and to “have faith in God” re- 
fers to the personal act of the individ- 
ual in receiving saving grace and the 
many blessings provided for the be- 
liever. Luke 7:50; Acts 15:9; 2 Cor. 5: 
Ye 
Then that secret, hidden relation with 
God where the soul receives, develops 
and enjoys spiritual life is reached and 
maintained by faith. The eternal life of- 
fered men in His Word is realized by 
faith. We believe, therefore we speak, 
we know. 

2. The Christian’s walk or outward 
life is by faith. It is the result or out- 
ward evidence of the faith exercised in 
the heart. Because of what the people 
saw and heard of Peter and John, “they 
marvelled; and they took knowledge of 
them, that they had been with Jesus,” 
Acts 4:13. There is something in the 
lives of men and women who live by 


faith in God that the world 
Professing Christians are always watched 
by the people of the world; if they are 
true believers and really live by faith 
in God, their lives will tell for God ev- 
erywhere they go. 

3. Works of faith. It is by faith that 
the gospel minister and the Christian 
worker make their work to count for 
God. A successful Christian ministry is 
an outward evidence of faith. The dis- 
ciples went out by faith and every suc- 
cessful gospel worker from then until 
now did the same. It is a work of faith 
to awaken men and turn them to the 
Lord. It is a work of faith to awaken a 
dead church and bring life to its mem- 
bers. Think of the great things done in 
the world through faith. And faith is 
yet the same as in Bible times.

Paving Way For Antichrist 

Civilization was profoundly shocked 
some few weeks ago as it unfolded the 
daily papers to read that Hitler had ab- 
solutely forbidden the use of the name 
“God of Israel.” He decreed further 


that the names of the Hebrew prophets 
should no longer be named among the 
German people. The Book and name of 


Esther were especially excoriated. These 
measures were taken in an attempt to 
further persecute the Jews in Germany 
and her provinces. The Jews are being 
robbed of all their religious rights and 
forbidden to use the old ceremonial 
rites. They have been stripped of their 
personal fortunes. Hundreds of them 
have committed suicide, gone out and 
told God that their persecution was so 
great death was better than life. When 
the civilized nations protested in the 
name of common humanity, they were 
curtly told to mind their own business. 
Do these things have any special signifi- 
cance? Do they mean anything to the 
peoples of the earth? Yes, they are the 
index finger of God writing upon the 
walls of time, telling us that the hour 
of midnight is almost here. We were im- 
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pressed when various humanitarian 
statesmen formulated the idea of colon- 
izing the Jews in South America, Ha- 
waii, Alaska and elsewhere. However, in 
their sorrows of persecution the Jews re- 
jected the offer. Why? They informed 
the statesmen that their faces were set 
toward Jerusalem and Palestine. It will 
be unnecessary to quote the many scrip- 
tures which foretold these things many 
centuries ago. While Great Britain is in 
somewhat of a quandary trying to pacify 
both the Jews and the Arabs (sons of 
Ishmael), they might as well face the 
inevitable. Jerusalem and Palestine are 
for the Jews.

Further from 
the same article, ‘“Meanwhile, 1,000 Jews 
are going to Palestine every month.” 
Atheists Have Boom, Promote God-

The following Associated Press dis- 
patch of Dec. 18 is an eloquent reminder 
of the fact that this is GOD’S HOUR: 
“Moscow, December 18.—Atheists are 
working hard to make this the most god- 
less Christmas Soviet Armenians ever 
have had. 
published in Erivan, capital of the Ar- 
menian Republic, reported with satis- 
faction today that never has there been 
a better year for godlessness in that sec- 
tion of Soviet Russia. Armenia was one 
of the earliest homes of Christianity, 
and atheists, apparently, had rough sail- 
ing there for some time. As late as 1936, 
the Armenian branch of Bezbozhnik, 
the Soviet Godless League, had only 
6,000 members. But in 1937 the mem- 
bership leaped to 11,400 and during this 
year had grown to 37,734 militant athe- 
ists. Despite the efforts of ‘enemies of 
the people’ who tried to use churchmen 
‘for provocative and counter-revolution- 
ary work’ the newspaper reported, the 
Godless League at last is growing strong 
and confident of its ability to uproot 
the last remnants of religious intoxica- 
tion.”

At the age of twenty years my mother 
died so I left the old home place and 
went to Texas (Port Arthur) where I 
stayed about two months, then went to 
Virginia. I spent from May to the first 
of January of 1931 there and that year 


I went to church about four or five 
times. I went back to Florida (my 
home state) and went to the city of 


Tampa to see two of my sisters. I stayed 
there from the first of February, 1931, 
until April 19, 1937. 


In May, 1931, my youngest sister and 
I attended a revival at the Baptist 
church. God spoke to my heart and 
said, “You are not what you claim to 
be,” and He began to call me to come 
unto Him. I got to where I would cry at 
almost every service so they asked me to 
join the church. I told them I was al- 
ready a member of the church but I 
had not lived right and if I ever went 
back to the profession I wanted to be 
and do better. On Sunday afternoon at 
the three o’clock service as they brought 
the revival to a close, the preacher asked 
all the Christians to go and shake hands 
with one another, so about every 
one went about over the house cry- 
ing and shaking hands. I did not move 
for God said, ‘‘You are not a Christian.” 


I stood back all alone, crying. They 
closed the service and the same man 
came to me again and was talking to 


me. I told him I knew if I died then I 
would not see my mother. He talked to 
me and called the pastor of the church 
in and he started talking to me. I broke 
down again and started crying so he 


told me if I knew that I had not done 
right since I joined the church for me 
just to make up my mind that I was 
going to do better and come on back in 
the church, that there was not any use 
for me to keep putting it off. In a few 


nights I went up and gave the preacher 
my hand and for a few days I felt a little 
better. I went to church regularly for 
three or four years. I never did read the 
Bible nor pray any during that time. 


As I went on I got to where I would 
miss church some and during 1935 and 
1936 I just about stopped going to 
church. 


Now I was a boy who did not smoke, 
curse, drink, gamble nor dance, so you 
see I was a very good boy as far as 
morality was goncerned, in fact, it was 
said that I was the best of us six brothers. 
But so many times I would be sitting 
in the church and God would speak to 
me. I would almost break down and 
cry, so to keep from it I would think 
about what I was going to do one night 
the next week. Many times from May 
1931 until Feb. 1, 1938 God called me 
and I said, ““No, not today.” At last I 
was worried all the time, it seemed, so I 
quit my job and went to Port Arthur, 
Tex. I left home over $100.00 in debt 
but for some reason it did not worry 
me. I got there the 21st of April, 1937. 
I went to work in ten days and worked 
most of that year. I got just about out 
of debt yet I had not given my heart to 
God. 


The last six months of 1937 was a 
miserable time for me. I did almost ev- 
erything to satisfy myself. I was wor- 
ried so until I did not know what to 
do. All along there God would speak to 
me and say, “Why don’t you come 
home?” At last I began to read the Bible 
some and the 20th of January, 1938, 
was the first time I had been on my 
knees in I can’t say the year when, and 
on the first day of February God won- 
derfully saved me. Yes, I remember the 
day, the place and the hour, but oh, I 
did have a fight with the old devil. He 
would sit on my neck and say, “You 
better pray for your brothers and sis- 
ter for they are all worse than you are.” 
I had one brother and one sister at that 
time who were saved and as I would 
pray and ask God to have mercy upon 
me a sinner, I could see every one of my 
brothers and sisters except the two who 
were saved. One of the greatest proofs I 
have that I am saved is as St. Paul says 
in Rom. 1:16, “I am not ashamed of 
the gospel of Christ, for it is the power 
of God unto salvation, to every one that 
believeth.” Paul also says in Eph. 4:24, 
that we take off the old man and put 
on the new man, which after God is 
created in righteousness and true holi- 
ness. From the day I was saved until 


now (August, 1938) I feel like I have 
put on two or three new men spoken 
of by Paul, for I have been a different 
boy, I have the love of God in my 
heart. It makes us love everybody. 

Friend, my prayer today is, God help 
(unsaved) church members to find Je- 
sus and to do as He, our Savior, says 
do. I find as I read and ask God to let 
me understand His Word and to lead 
me, He will do it. God has never failed 
us but we have failed Him so many 
times. 

There is much more I could add to 
this but all I ask anyone to do is just 
take God at His word and read His 
Word. He will always help us. May ev- 
ery one who reads this realize his need 
of Jesus Christ as his personal Savior, 
and get converted to Jesus Christ and 
not join some church thinking member- 
ship and water baptism will give you a 
home in heaven. The Word says, “It is 
not every one who saith, Lord, Lord, but 
he who doeth the will of my Father 
who art in heaven.” I tried membership 
twice in my life and I was still a sinner, 
but when I got on my knees and cried 
out to God, He came to my rescue. I 
got peace for my soul. 

Do not destroy this article, pass it on 
to some soul, and let’s live an overcom- 
ing life for our Father and Savior. God 
bless each and everyone who reads this 
and may they find Jesus before it is too 
late. Today is the day of salvation, to- 
morrow may be too late. Breathe a 
prayer for the writer to ever be faithful 
to the commands of our Savior until Je- 
sus comes or calls——One who loves the 
unsaved, Cecil Whitfield, O’Brien, Fla.
